NEW YEAR'S DAY.

Queen 
Elizabeth, according to Dr. Drake, principally 
supported her jewel chest and her enormous 
wardrobe, by levying contributions on this hoh- 
day, from which, it is said, even her houschokd 
servants were not exempted, and it is recorded 
that her dustman, on one occasion, prescnted her 
with two bolts of cambric. The reader will re- 
member that on the decease of Elizabeth, 3000 
dresses were found in her wardrobe, many of 
which, without doubt, were obtained in this 
way. The ancient druids were accustomed, on 
certain days, to cut the sacred misictoe with a 
golden knife, in a forest dedicated to the Gods,
